Simplified Method Is 


Used in Tree Planting 


Simplified planting • has been of 


great help to the United States For- 
est service in its prairie states for- 
estry project. More than 42,000,000 
trees in 4,200 miles of field wind- 
breaks^ere set out this year at an 
average of a tree a minute in the 
planting season, according to a crop 
reporting service bulletin received 
by J. F. Magnus, Outagamie county 
r -icultural agent. 


Nearly all planting is done with 


long-handled shovels used back- 
ward. One thrust of the shovel held 
in the hand drives it into the 
ground. One jab of the foot sinks 
the shovel blade. A quick backward 
and forward, motion loosens the soil 
and makes a hole big enough to 
take the roots of the young tree. 


The tree is then taken from the 


mud or water into which it was 
placed — as each bundle of trees 
from the nurseries is unwrapped in 
the field — and slipped into the 
opening. The soil is tamped down 
around it with the heel of the foot. 
The planter then takes his shovel 
and carrier two paces forward, and 
plants the next tree.

The point I wish to 
raise, however, is -thai many play- 
ers in situations such: as East's use 
very poor philosophy with East's 
type of hand. 


The fact that North'sjopening one 


nc trump bid was completely unor- 
thodox, according to American con- 
ventions, is beside. the^point Ap- 
parently the British prefer a weak 
no trump opening and '^presumably 
announce this fact 'to their oppon- 
ents. The crux is ^ttafc East, vul- 
nerable against noiivulnerable op- 
ponents, should not ''relax" in the 
happy thought that he has beauti- 
ful defense against ne trump. He 
should take the view that fe a com- 
bination of pessimism and optimism 
in order to provide for- as many 
contingencies as possible. First, he 
should remind himself Jhat there 
is no assurance whatsoever that the 
opponents will stay in nb trump, 
indeed, their obvious weakness in 
spades suggests that they will veer 
into a suit. Secondly, East should 
feel that, even -if the opponents do 
stay at no trump, the fact that he 
can confidently expect to beat a 
game contract at that denomination 
is not the only consideration. How 
about East's own chances f or'a vul- 
nerable game? Surely he cannot 
expect to get rich by defeating a 
Homrulnerable no trump contract. 
Hence it is nothing less ,than logical 
to keep an eye on offensive possi- 
bilities. 
: 


Obviously if East bids two spaces 


over the no trump, as he should, 
West will not sell out to less than 
five hearts. It is not out of , the 
question that East- West will actual- 
ly buy the contract at four spades, 
which they would make without 
difficulty. 
But even if they are 


driven to five spades, it will be a 
worthwhile saving. 


The point is that Fabian tactics 


(waiting lor the enemy to stub his 
toe) 
are not always advisable.

St 
Paul's cathedral was one of the 
buildings destroyed. It was built up 
again in later years. 


The Great Fire caused suffering 


to people who lost their homes, bu: 
it proved a help in another way. 
The flames burned some of the old- 
est and poorest houses in London, 
and their place was taken by new 
and better dwellings. This is be- 
lieved to have done a great deal to 
give the people better health. The 
fire just about marked the end ol 
the Great Plague. 


In looking over the diary of 


Pepys, we find a number of places 
where he gives notes about the 
dress and customs of nobles and 
other rich men of old England. 


"I went tq White Hall," he tells 


us, "and there the Duke of York 
had just come in from hunting. Sj 
I stood and saw him dress himself, 
and try on his vest— which is the 
King's new fashion. The whole 
court will be in it on Monday next 
The King says it is a fashion which 
he will never change. 


"1 did sfe several persons of the 


House of Lords, and House of Com- 
mons, who are in it A long cas- 
sock is worn close to the body. It 
is made with black cloth, with 
white silk under it and a coat over 
it The legs are ruffled with ribbon, 
like a pigeon's leg. I hope the King 
will keep it, since it is a fine and 
handsome garment" 


Pepys also speaks of how he shav- 


ed himself. 


"Every morning this week," he 


says, "I trimmed myself with s 
pumice stone, which I learned (to 
do) from Mr. Marsh at Portsmouth 
I find it very easy, speedy and 
cleanly." 


A few days later, Pepys cut off 


his mustache. He declared he did u 
so he could use the pumice stone 
on his whole face. 


Twenty months after starting the 


pumice stone shaving, he put down 
this note: "This morning I began 
c practice which I find easy. It saves 
time and money. I trim myself with 
a razor, and it pleases me great- 
ly."

1 : did in building up British sea 
power.
